A highlight of the lecture came 
when Weaver told about the pro- 
frontal lobotomy, a new operation 
iliscovery performed on hopelessly 
insane patients. In most instances 
the victims recover and become 
nearly normal, he revealed. 

When an operation on the brain, 
man’s most intricate mechanism, 
is performed, the brain is insensi- 
tive to pain. Incisions in the brain 
must be made with utmost care be-

\ Sunday, December 7, hundreds of orators will pro- 
claim to the American people, ‘““Remember Pear! Harbor.”’ 
On this day they will rehash the infamous attack that 
opened hostilities for the U. S. in World War II. For many, 
it will be a day for remembrance, but to us it will have a 
twofold purpose. | 


On one side will be the lessons learned from the falacy 
of strict neutrality, of the ostrich-like innocence of a great 
world power. On the other side will be a determination 
to'see through to the end the foreign policy of world poli- 
tics that this country has committed itself to. 


The latter seems more important, for it will keep to 
a minimum any such threat as another Pearl Harbor by 
holding the attention of the people on international affairs, 
mainly through the efforts of the U. N. and the Marshall 
Plan. As to the former, too many people will attach to it 
the significance of strong national defense alone rather 
than coupling with this the ideas of a peace offensive of 
a world nature. 


It has been traditionally American for the people to 
stay at home. This alone constitutes a threat to future 
security for isolationism has been proven both false and 
misleading. Those who long for the good old days need 
to be shaken out of their mental lethargy and shown the 
realities of today. Those who await the return of normal 
times must realize that normal times in the future will have 
no resemblance to those of the past. 


Looking backward to the west should be replaced by 

a looking forward to the east where the future of the 

- world, right, center, or left, is beingdecided. The remem- 

brances of Pearl Harbor should merely serve as a base for 

our international thinking and not as a doctrine leading us 

down the familiar path of boom, bust, and war. Open- 

mindedness, watchfulness, and deep, clear thinking should 

serve as guides to our position in this brave new world.—
